Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 6, 9, 1 0-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. As to claim 1 , prior art fails to teach or suggest multiple separate base sections 
wherein each of the base section protrudes from a bottom surface and at least one of 
the to other sides in conjunction with other elements of claim 1 . 

4. As to claim 10, prior art fail to teach or suggest the base section including 
multiple separate base sections wherein each base section protrude from at least one of 
two the other side surfaces and the bottom surface in conjunction with the other 
elements of claim 10.
